shire and was the pastor of a church 
in thiB county before entering mis 
sionary work. His; father was a mis- 
sionary in Burmah and h« died in 
1893. After his death the son went to 
the same mission and took up the 
work that his father had been doing. 
The mission is^nown. as the Karen 
mission. -In addition to many inter 
esling experiences of 
Hi is (own Mr, 


Harris toW of a remarkable experience 
his father had. He made a voyage in 
a small boat, which was simply a log 
hollowed out, into a part of the coun 
try where there had never been a' 
wfaite man before.. He was -welcomed 
by the natives, who,, told him they had 
been looking- for ,a white man from the 
w«st to bring the gospel to them. 
The missionary was greatly surprised 
to find among the natives a tradition 
concerning the creation of the world 
and of man which was almost iden- 
tical with the Bible story. It included 
the garden of Eden, in which the first 
man and woman were placed with the 
privilege of partaking freely of ail it- 
afforded, with the exception of the 
fruit of one tree, which was forbidden 
The temptation came through a ser- 
pent, and the missionary was dum 
founded by the discoverey of such a 
tradition there. 
It can readily be 


Imagined that such a people were 
more ready to receive the gospel than 
many among whom missionaries go, 
and after conversion they are very 
sincere and faithful Christians. 


In the field where Mr. Harris labor 
1 there are now numerous churches 


and there is also a good school. The 
school is now supported by the natives 
and Mr Harris who spoke yesterday, 
was in charge Of it for «ome years, 
Rev Mr Taray, a native missionary, 
was formerly in charge of the school 
and at that he was supported by 
the Baptsit church in this city This 
fac added to the interest of Mr Harris 
address which was heard with undivid 
ed attention. It wag one that could 
not fail to increase interest in mis- 
sion work in Burmah and in other 
countries as well.

Problem of Signalling Across 


the Atlantic Is Solved 


LETTEB "SM TRANSMITTED 


JFrom Station In Cornwall to Inven- 


tor Marconi In Newfoundland- 
Great Results Promised From Ex- 
periments Under Difficulties 


St Johns, Dec. 18.— Signer Marconi 


announces the most "wonderful scien- 
tific discovery of modern times, in stat- 
ing that he has received electric sig- 
nals across the Atlantic ocean from bis 
station in-Cornvall, Bug. He explains 
that before leaving England lie had 
made his plans for accomplishing this 
result, for, while his primary object 
was to communicate with ocean Imers 
in mid-ocean, lie also hoped to succeed in 
attaining the 
wonderful 
scientific 


achievement of wireless telegraphy 
across the Atlantic. 


Marconi's station In Cornwall is most 


powerful. He possesses an 
lectrie 


force generated there a hanrlred times 
greater than at his ordinary stations. 
Before he left England he arranged w» th 
ihe electrician In charge of the station, 
which is located at Poldhu, to begin 
sending signals dally after a certain 
date, which Signer Marconi would 
cable him uporxperfeetiBg his arrange- 
ments here. 
Signer Marconi arrived 


here a week ago Friday and selected 
Signal Hill, at the entrance to the har- 
bor, as an experimenting station and 
moved his equipment there. Last Mon- 
day he cabled the Poldhu station to be- 
gin sending signals daily. On Wed- 
nesday Marconi elevated a kite with an 
aerial wire, by means of which signals 
are sent or received. He remained at 
the recorder attached to the receiving 
apparatus, and signals were received by 
him at Intervals, according to the pro- 
pram arranged previously with the oper- 
ator at Poldhu,

BULLET IN HER HEAD 


9Mhua Woman Killed by Boarder 


Who Had Been Dismissed 


Nashua, N. H., Dec. 16.—Mrs. Eva 


Brooks, wife of George A. Brooks, a 
car checker for the Boston and Maine 
railroad, was shot three times and 
killed Saturday night at her home on 
Cottage avenu* by Charles Hawkins. 
The latter attempted to take his own 
life by firing a bullet into his head, but 
it passed the brain and the effort was 
unsuccessful. 


Hawkins, who Is a widower, about 38 


years old, with three children, had lived 
at the Brooks house until within a few 
days, when he was ordered away by Mr. 
Brooks, owing, It is said, to certain at- 
tentions to Mrs, Brooks which tlie hus- 
band did not like. 


About 6:30 Saturday evening Haw- 


kins, who, the police say, had been 
drinking to excess, called at tbe home of 
Mrs. 
Brooks and demanded admission. 


He was met at the door by Mrs. Bridget 
Hallissey to whom Hawkins said: "I 
ana going to kill four people. Get out of 
the way." Withr these words he sprang 
upstairs to the apartment where Mrs. 
Brooks and two children were. 


In a few seconds Mrs. Hallsssey 


heard three shots in quick succession 
and ran from the house to the shation 
house a few doors away and notifi -d the 
police of what hf fi occurred. Four t>f- 
fiers started at once for the Brooks 
house, and mat Hawkins running m the 
direction of the police station, with a re- 
volver in his hand. Upon seeing the of- 
ficers he pointed the weapon at his own 
head and fired, the shot entering ite 
r'ght side of tbe brain. 
Hawkins was 


taken .to the station. 


Mrs. Brooks, who was about 35 years 


old, 
has two children, aged 10 and 5 


years respectively. One of the child -en 
stated to the police that after Hawking 
had fired the shots he stooped over the 
bent form of his victim and kissed her 
lips. Then he rashed from the house. 


An autopsy held on the body of Mrs. 


Brooks showed thati three shots had 
been fired into the body, one entering 
the back of the head and penetrating 
the brain, one striking between the 
shoulders, and the third entering tbe left 
side. Any one of the shots would have 
proved fatal, but It was decided that 
death resulted from the wound in the 
brain. 


The coroner's Jury reported that the 


death of Mrs. Brooks was causod by 
pistol shots fired by Charles H. Haw- 
kins.

TAXATION OF RAILROADS 


More About the Recent Advance ol 


Rates in This City 


The fact that the assessors had dis 


covered a large amount of taxable 
property belonging to the Boston and 
Maine and Pittsfleid and North Ad- 
ams railroads, which had escaped tax 
ation , was published in this paper 
some months ago, as will be recalled. 
The fact that there was so much of 
this property led some to believe the 
assessors were not 
sure 
of 
their 


ground , and it was thought there 
might be some question by the rail- 
roads which would result in cutting 
down the valuation. 


Apparently, however, this is not to 


be the case. (C. G. Bartlett, chairman 
of the board of assessors, received a 
letter tt« other day from Myron Tay 
lor, real estate agent of the Boston 
and Maine road, in which he rasies no 
question as to the liability to taxation 
of ail; the property that has been 
placed on the tax list by the asses- 
sors. He felt that some of it had been 
valued too high, and thought the as- 
sessors should reduce the valuation in 
some cases, speaking of the 
round 


house, which is not used now, and a 
few other matters. . 


The fact that there is no dispute 


about *he propriety of taxing 
the 


property shows that the assessors had 
looked the matter up carefully before 
moving; and they are gratified that 
the case is so clear that even the 
railroad companies raise no question. 
This matter waei brought to light 
after the valuations of taxable prop- 
erty had been made for this year, and 
under the law it could not be assess- 
ed till this month, between the 15th 
and 20th. The assessment 
will be 


made today and the tax will be pay- 
able 
this year. The Boston and 


Maine road is assessed 
for 
$60,000 


more than before, and the city will 
receive this year about $1500 on the 
extra property assessed. 


Five years ago the valuation of the 


assessed property in this city of the 
Pittsfleld and North Adams railroad, 
and what was then the 
Fitchburg 


road, now the Boston and Maine, was 
$15,000. 
This has be«n raised to a 


total of 1145,000, which makes a very 
substantial gain for the city.

Moreover, be will have 
an answer, aad if not Me thinks the doc- 
tor an ignoramus and calls in some one 
pise. Ob, if men would only think a little 
more! Any fool can give a name to a dis- 
ease if, as is too often the'case, the letter 
satisfieth. 
But what if the name is 


wrong and the name determines an im- 
portant line of treatment? What if the 
letter killctb? The public will have the 
disease ticketed, even when there is no 
means of identification, and, having got 
a name for his complaint, the patient 
thinks the pbysic tumbles out of the 
same slot and that between the two be 
will be cured offhand. There is no idea 
of doubt—none that th« powers of medi- 
cine are limited in all sorts of ways and 
that waitiug for developments or sub- 
sidences is the 
only 
skillful course. 


Waiting is described as "Nothing is be- 
ing done for me," and some one else is 
called in with a "Can't you do some- 
thing?" 


What is our position in regard to that 


real and intimate knowledge of the action 
of the liver, for example, which we re- 
quire to enable us to treat its diseases? 
We still give our blue pill and podophyl- 
lin and so on and speak with early inno- 
cence of "touching" the liver, and so still 
perpetuate the idea that certain remedies 
go to the liver and increase its various 
secretions. I don't say this is all wrong 
or that the remedies are not valuable in 
the conditions for which they are. given, 
but all the positive experimental evidence 
that we possess, I think, goes to show 
that remedies are chiefly intestinal in 
their effect. 


Coming then to drugs, \ \y do we give 


them? To cure disease, you answer at 
once and think the question unnecessary. 
But wait a minute. Drugs are given for 
several other reasons, some of which are 
far less free from criticism—sometimes be- 
cause the patient will not be happy till 
he gets them,; sometimes to hide our 
Ignorance or to mark time while -we 
watch and wait, and then we often give 
drugs as an experiment in the hope that 
they may do good. 
All treatment by 


drugs is more or less of an experiment. 
That we cannot help. So long as one 
man differs from another it must be so. 
Many an ailment badly needs a remedy, 
and who knows but what in each nevr 
drug some human ill may find alleviation? 
What I would discountenance is the giv- 
ing of drugs by rule of thumb.—Dr. Good- 
heart Before British Medical Association.

Two "days of warm weather, one of 


them Q-.iiny, and !a night) tot hard 
storms during which more than two 
inches of rain fell, cleared the sur 
rounding mounUajiSJls of the several 
feet of snow-j that had accumulated 
from the recent storms and caused a 
flood of water to pour down ffito the 
valley with a volume and force that 
broke the bounds of ail the regular 
water courses an<S caused damage in 
this city that may reach the total of 
J10.000 besides causing nearly if not 
quite equal damage to our neighbors. 


The north branch of th& Hoosac 


rose very 
rapidly and to a height 


never before known, and early yester 
flay morning people occupying houses 
along the banks were engaged In mov 
ing effects. Retaining1 walls were car 
ried away, back door steps had been 
carried away in many cases, and back 
yards melted away before the rush or 
the waters until it looked as if the 
houses would go too. 


The big dam of the Eclipse mill 


could not take care of the water Be 
hind it and a torrent proured down 
through Union street, many of the 
houses being surrounded and causing 
the occupants to flee for their lives. 


In Willow l>ell houses were 
sur- 


rounded and furniture was moved out. 
On River street below Marshall part 
of the river flowed down the street 
and cut off the houses on the south 
side. In the extension district houses 
were surrounded 
and 
outbuildings 


were carried--away in large numbers. 


Honghton and Brooklyn Streets 


Houghiton. and Brooklyn streets pre 


sented as bad a -sight as any street 
washout the city ever had. Here three 
small streams that pass through cover 
ed ways into the sewers broke into 
the streets and washed out roadways, 
curbstones and "sidewalks. 


Brooklyn street, 
or as it is more 


popularly known, East Brooklyn, was 
washed out and gullied badly near the 
upper end and then for a long dig 
tance had lost all semblance of be- 
ing-a street, the roadway and side 
walks being covered with gravel and 
big rock to a considerable depth. 


On Houghton street, from Liberty 


to Bracewell avenue the 
street was 


gullied in some places a depth of «ev 
eral feet and in others filled with the 
gravel and rocks, curbstones and parts 
of the sidewalks washed down from 
above. 


Eclipse Dam Wartiont 


The big Eclipse dam is supposed to 


be equal to any emergency, and so it 
proved so far as standing goes; but it 
could not begin to hold the volume of 
water that came down the valley early 
yesterday morning. 


The dam stood like the solid rock 


it is, but the water around it and at 
the upper end 
overflowed into the 


street, washing out the roadway to a 
great depth, ripping the sewer out, 
exposing tKe water main for a long 
distance and leaving the electric car 
tracks a suspension bridge across a 
chasm over a hundred feet long. 


The water (turned {mto thfc rtver 


channel just below the daom, though, 
much of it con)'nued down Union 
street and badly damaged the macad 
am roacr and surrounded the houses. 


The Eclipse mjll was badly flooeded 


and the damage will be considerable. 


People Had to Dlovn 


AH the company houses along the 


river were in danger and one 
foot 


bridge was swept away. 
Families 


moved in a hurry with what effects 
they could take but 6nly one house 
was damaged more than by the wett- 
ing. 


At 219, a double house, the river 


carried away about half of the rear 
cellar wall. There was danger that the 
Whole house would go. Mrs. Beauler 
ns, a widow with four children, lost 
all the provisions, wood and coal in 
the cellar and had her household be 
longings badly damaged. She moved 
in the afternoon to another company 
house, 


Moseg Dupre lived in the other half 


of the house and was badly wet down. 
He had an exciting time trying to 
Jn ct\V> out ^ stove Wjtn a fire jn it 
while the flood was at its height. 


Ryan Brothers are heavy losers from 


the flooding of the stock In their eel 
lar 


In Willow Dell 


The retaining wall wall by the clay 
road was washed away and the side 
of the road for a long distance sank 
towards the river from one to four 
or five feet carrying the fence along 


In Willow Dell many houses were 


djamaged in the rear, losing! iteps, 
porches and- outbuildings. The water 
came up into some of the houses, filled 
cellars and damaged furnishings and 
greatly frightened the people. 


Near the Eagle street bridge the city 


water main burst in the bed of the 
river, and until thin could be located 
the entire city was without water, the 
service being abut off right after the 
break occurred. 


Part cf the new wall for the Wind- 


sor company being erected by Whit- 
ney brothers was washed in, and 
more steps and 
outbuildings were 


washed away along the river to Mar- 
shall street. 


The Barber leather company, the 


Windsor print works and Millard'a 
shoe shop were all damaged by the 
high water and the last two were 
closed down this morning- 


Th* cellars In the Sparry block were 


flB«d with water and pumps were kept 
going until late last night. The -Beik 
nhire paper company lost heavily on 
a new stock recently put in the cellar

Below Marshall street th« river ov»r 


flowed until River street became a 
raging torrent. The street was gul 
lied badly; especially at the foot or 
Veazie street, where *part of the side- 
walk was washd out in front of the 
store on the corner. The thr*e houses 
on the south side of the street here 
were 
surrounded ty waiter 
and 


while a two horse team was employed 
to carry away goods the water rose as 
high as the horses' bodies. They were 
thrown down and rescued with" diffi- 
culty. 


The Arnold print works were damag 


ed in many places, underpimng or sup 
ports in several cases being weaken 
ed and some of the buildings being 
wet down. 


Through the "extension" district the 


story was the same, outbuildings car 
ried away, 
houses surrounded and 


people greatly frightened while the 
water was at its height. 


At BraytonvUle the street railway 


bridge was moved from, its founda 
tion and passengers had to be trans 
ferred all day. Some of the mil' houses 
were wet down and the mill suffered 
somewhat. 


At Greylock the houses near the cov 


ered bridge were surrounded and an 
overflow stream cut a deep channel 
south of the river across the road 
leading to the bridge. 
Though the 


water rose over the floor of the bridge 
it did no damage to the structure. 


The state road was washed badly 


and there were small washouts along 
th-e electric car line. 


At Blackinton the water cut a deep 


channel around the new dam of the 
Blackinton company, but the dam was 
not damaged, 


In Clarsbnrg 


The damage along the north branch 


of the river through Clarksburg will 
be a heavy burden on the small town. 


The bridge near the Whiter school 


touse was undermined so as to be un 
safe. The dam at the Red mills was 
reported ip the same condition yester 
day but was found all right today. The 
road bet-ween Briggsvilie and this city 
was so. bally washed, however,^ as to 
be impassable. The milk men had to 
take the back road by way of the Five 
Roads to reach this city. 


Inspected the Brldsre 


A man from the force of Rivers & 


Young of Holyoke, who have been 
building tregfle work on the extension, 
of the street railroad from Adams to 
Cheshire was called to this city to 
inspect the street railroad bridge at 
Braytonville, this afternoon, 
which 


was slightly moved out of position 
by the freshet yesterday and the need- 
ed repairs will be made at once.

Since the old dam below the 
bridge was taken out the current has 
lowered the bed of the river at That 
point to such an extent that the ma'in 
did not rest on the river bottom, as 
was the case when fT was laid and it 
was probably this which prevented ;t

Needs Miicli ScWer Pipe 


Commissioner Temple 'telephoned to 


Pittsfleld today for sewer pipe with 
which to make repairs where the sew 
ers were broken by the freshet. Iron 
pipe -nill be used. It will take about 
300 feet for Brooklyn street alone. 


Amocnlorthfl Damage 


Mr. Temple said this morning it 


was hard to estimate the cost to the 
city. 
He hop«d it -would not reach 


$3000. The damage to the mills Will 
not be so large as would be expected. 
The loss to private parties will never 
be compiled 
Though comparatively 


small in most cases, it falls on people 
unable to bear it without hardship. 


100 feet east of the dam was washed 
out, and then the water began to eat 
away the bank toward the dam. At 
2.30 in *he afternoon the east end of 
the dam went out,, 
emptying 
the 


whole reservoir and taking all the 
water of the river. The dam proper 
remained and the break will doubtless 
be repaired.

The dam has been the source of 


much expense to the company, and 
only last summer was repaired and 
s/trengthened at a GOnsicterabfte ex- 
pense. The breaking of the dam will 
not cripple the mill in the least, since 
the company has an engine capable of 
running the whole mill. The mill with 
the exception of the basement was 
started up as usual this morning. 


The river submerged the lowlands 


below the Station and covered them 
with driftwood. It washed the banks 
of the railroad tracks at the Boston 
and Maine in some places, but 
not 


sufficiently to cause any tioubie.. The 
abutments of the old covered bridge 
at Cole's switch, which was aban- 
doned some years ago, were taken 
out.. 


Trouble on Broad Breok 


Broad brook, which supplies North 


Adams with a part of its \vater, be- 
came a raging torrent early m the 
morning. The bridge across the brook 
at Sands Springs, which \\a.s built by 
the town of Williamstown at a cost 
of $700, was swept away with one of 
the 'abutments. Dr. S. L. Lloyd, pro 
prietor of the Sands Springs, and The 
odore Utman, drove over the bridge 
a short timp before it went down. 
When they came to the budge their 
hoibs hesitated, 
when 
the 
driver 


touched him with a whip. The horse 
leaped upon the bridge, whereupon it 
began to sway and crack, and then 
settle. They went over in safety, but 
received a fright. Dr. Lloyd now has 
to drive a mile and more tiu---.au pas 
tures and woods to a bridge in White 
Oaks, near the place of Elisha Hunt 
The brook rolled rocks weighing a 
ton or more along its course like peb 
bles, and the roar of the brook was 
heard a long distance. 


The dam of Green River mills on 


Water street was partly taken out by 
the high water In the Green river. 
The dam was recently built to replace 
the dam washed out in August- The 
water in Green river rose to within 
two feet of the bridge on Main street, 
and within a foot of the houses near 
the river. 
The people living there 


were ready to move out at a mo- 
ment's notice, but the waters receded 
before this was necessary. 


Oak hi'J, in Riverside, was badly 


gutted and rendered impassable by 
the brook there overflowing it. Teams 
have to go around by White Oaks to 
reach the too of the hill.

ON BOSTON & MAINE 


DAMAGE is LAREE 


AT WILLIAMSTOWN 


One Dam Gives Way, Another Weak- 


ened and One Bridge Goes Down 


WHliamtown suffered heavily from 


the storm, the Hoosac river rising 
with great rapidity yesterday morning 
and overflowing its banks and doing 
an immense amount of damage. The 
total extent of damage will not be 
learned until reports are made from 
the outlying districts, but it will reach 
many thousand dollars. 
The Wil- 


liamstown 
manufacturing company 


sustained the greatest loss, one of the 
big dams above the mill going out in 
part and the basement weave room 
being flooded to a depth of three feet 
or more. Two-thirds of the new dam 
of Green river mills, which are con- 
ducted by P. W. Baton & Co., went 
out, the Sands Spring bridge 
over 


Broad brook was swept away, and' 
there were 
many smaller washouts 


which will contribute heavily to the 
total loss. 


The Hoosac did not 
cause much 


alarm until yesterday morning about 
8 o'clock, 
when it became evident 


that it would do damage. During the 
night it rose sufficiently high to flood 
the basement of the 
Williamstown 


manufacturing company, but the mill 
authorities had prepared for this and 
were ready for any submerging of the 
basement not beyond proportions of 
recent years. The basement is used 
for «. weave room and machine shop, 
and the cloth and warps were taken 
from the looms and placed on the top 
of them beyond high water mark. But 
the river exceeded s.111 records of re- 
cent years and at 9 o'clock reached 
the cloth and warps, soaking them 
completely and causing a big loss. 
The machine shop was also flooded 
and the main belts were wet. 


About this time attention was turn- 


ed to the big dams of the -company and 
fears were entertained that one or 
both might go out. Shortly after 9 
o'clock the water became so high that 
it overflowed the banks of the dam 
and began to wash the one above the 
east dam in many placea Men were 
sent to prevent this, but before they 
arrived one place became" so large 
that nothing could be done, in two 
hours a large part 01^ the bank, some

Water Overflowed Dam 


The mother town of Adams, for the 


second time this year, was badly 
flooded in sections by

river and the mountain brooks. In 
most places the repairs

pleted or as nearly complete as cold 
weather and frost

the

would permit. However, the rush of 
water rivalled the cloudburst and the 
damage is such that in many places 
repairs will have to be made on re- 
cent repairs.

Heavy dam 
age was done to the mountain roads 


Something unknown in the history 


of the town, was the fact that the 
Hoosac river overflowed 
its 
banks 


above the dam, above the Arnolds- 
ville mill about a quarter of a mils 
north of the Cheshire line, opposite 
the trout hatchery, and the volume of 
water crossed onto the state road, 
washing the new street railroad ex- 
tension and gutting the state high- 
way badly. The water was so deep 
that teams could not go through with 
safety from Maple grove to Cheshire 
on the main road.

The water was flowing /apidly on 


the state road to the raceway that 
leads to Graham & Clark's woo'en 
mill. It was fully three feet deep on
